2nd para, rejection is maintained because a "third format" implies 3 formats which is incongruent with the previous recitation of at least 
two formats. The use of "library" instead of "registry" does not change the rejection fo the claims. Bayeh does teach a collection of filters 
(servlets) and a registry is'defined as such. There is no explicit definition of a "generic format independent interface" in the disclosure, 
but it appears to define merely an API for use with filters. Java servlets themselves have such interfaces. Bayeh teaches processing a 
subset of the data, that it processes more then the subset is irrelevant and not claimed. . 
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
